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A LETTER FROM THE TREASURER 


September 30, 1982 
Dear Fellow Missourians: 

Missouri may have scored a minor victory in funding this year’s general rev- 
enue budget, but the overall picture indicates the state still is behind. 

The victory concerns September general revenue receipts, up 9.9 percent 
over September, 1981 receipts, for a total of $179.6 million. But the total re- 
ceipts for the first quarter of this fiscal year are up a discouraging 4.5 percent 
over first quarter receipts last year. 

After two disastrous months, September collections were reasonably strong, 
more in line with what the administration had hoped for this fiscal year. 

Unfortunately, we are in a very tight cash flow situation now because of sub- 
par collections the previous two months. September’s receipts come too late to 
restore an adequate cash flow for the immediate future. 

On the face of it, a 4.5 percent first quarter increase may not sound bad. But 
the governor originally predicted this fiscal year would bring in revenues of 
$2.316 billion, which is 12.7 percent more revenue than last fiscal year. That’s 
an eight percent discrepancy. 

The recession has depressed revenues for two years now. The governor cut 
state services last year, and he is being forced to make further cuts this year. 
Despite the cuts, the state’s cash reserves remain dangerously low. 

The biggest contributor to September’s stronger showing was a 15.3 percent 
growth in September individual income tax collections. Individual income 
taxes are now 10.9 percent ahead of the first quarter last year. 

Corporate income taxes, on the other hand, are off 9.5 percent for the month, 
and down 8.5 percent during the first quarter compared to the first quarter 
last year. This negative trend was somewhat expected due to Missouri’s close 
association to the federal tax structure, which has been changed. 

Most disappointing, sales and use tax receipts are up 5.9 percent in Septem- 
ber, but are one half percent behind for the quarter. This is largely due to the 
correction of past errors in assignment of collections to local subdivisions by 
the Department of Revenue. 

As for future collections, we know from experience that we cannot draw con- 
clusions from any one month. A month is too short to establish a trend. We are 
hopeful about the future, but not overly optimistic.
